Secondry,  not  only  the  government  of  each  country,  but  all 
those  engaged  in  the  task  of  production  in  every  land  should  give 
immediate  attention  to  the  execution  of  all  measures  which  will  con* 
tribute  to  the  full  resumption  of  peaceful  industry,  to  the  encowrage^ 
ment  of  a  better  output  on  the  part  of  the  worker*  in  every  country, 
to  the  improvement  of  machinery  and  means  of  transportatlon.jin<i 
the  removal  of  such  disturbing  factors  as  profiteering.

A  discussion  as  to  whether  Jack 
should  be  sent  to  a  hospital,  where  he 
would  be  placed  In  touch  with  the 
public,  was  terminated  when  Mr.  Jus- 
tice Metcalfe  remarked:  "The  life  of 
this  man  is  of  more  importance  to  me 
than  the  issues  of  this  trial." 

Jack  has  been  placed  in  a  special 
room,  separated  from  the  remaining 
members  of  the  Jury.  Mr.  Justice 
Metcalfe  ordered  that  the  remaining 
members  of  the  Jury  be  provided  with 
.every  facility  for  entertainment  dur- 
ing the  adjournment. 

In  the  event  of  the  sick  Juror  beii.g 
prevented  from  sitting  at  further 
sessions  of  the  court  for  any  length 
of  time,  or  in  case  of  his  death,  a  new 
Jury  would  have  to  be  sworn  in  and 
an  entire  new  trial  proceeded  with.

Thin  Edge  of  Wedge 

Opposition  criticism  was  aroused 
by  an  amendment  providing  that  a 
person  holding  a  position  as  official 
scaler  at  the  dnte  of  the  coming  into 
effect  of  the  bill,  and  who  Is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Civil  Service  within  the 
g  of  the  Civil  Service  Act, 
Ithin  ilx  months,  file  with  the 
vll  Service  Commissioner  a  notice 
expressing '  his  desire  that  the  Civil 
Seryice  Act  shall  apply  to  hire:  it 
shall  so  apply,  and  so  long  as  he  is 
retained  on  any  staff  of  official 
scalers  he  shall  be  deemed  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Civil  8ervice.  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  his  salary  Is 
paid  from  the  scaling  fund  proposed 
to  be  created  by  other  amendments 
to  the  Act. 

Hon.  Mr.  Pattullo  explained  this 
amendment  to  mean  that  whereas 
in  the  past  the  scalers  were  '  under 
the  Civil  Service  Act.  the  fact  was 
the  salaries  paid  to  them  had  not 
been  sufficient  to  keep  good  men  in 
the  service.

It.  It  was  difficult  for  the  Govern- 
ment to  increase  their  salaries  to  the 
amount  which  Uiey  might  get  out- 
side the  service  for  the  best  type  of 
men. . 

"Then  this  amendment  will  mean 
that  a  man  who  may  have  been 
yeara  In  the  Civil  Service  and  who 
decides  to  remain  therein  may  be 
getting  leas  than  a  man  who  has 
been  appointed  a  scaler  for  a  month 
or  leas?"   asked   Mr.  Bowser. 

Hon.  Mr.  Pattullo  admitted  that 
might  be  the  case,  and  Mr.  Bowser 
pointed  to  the  fact  that  the  Civil 
Service  Commissioner  has'  power  to 
Increase  wages  to  a  point  commen- 
surate with  the  ability  of  a  civil 
servant,  and  It  would  appear  to  be 
a  grave  defect  in  the  administration 
of,  the  Act  If  the  Government  Is  not 
paying  a  proper  wage.  "We  have 
a  much -vaunted  Civil  Service"  Act, 
and  a  Civil  Service  Commissioner 
getting  a  salary  of  $4,000  a  year,  and 
yet,  apparently,  he  is  not  lh  a  posi- 
tion to  pay  that  wage  .  to  a  scaler 
that  will  secure  the  best  type  of  men. 
Or  else  the  commissioner  Is  not  com- 
petent to  decide  what  a  scaler  shall 
get,"  he  said. 

Hon.  Mr.  Pattullo  asked  the  Oppo- 
sition leader  if  he  thought  the  wages 
paid  by '  the  Government  were 
enough  to  secure  the  best  type  of 
men.  He  knew  a  man  who  had  re- 
ceived as  high  as  $300  a  month 
from  the  Government  who  left  the 
service  because  he  could  secure  a 
position  with  a  salary  of  $10,000, 
The  Government  could  not  afford  tp 
pay  salaries  such  as  private  corpora- 
tions sometimes  paid.  The  only 
thing  to  do  was  to  permit  the  pres- 
ent scalers  paid  by  'the  Government 
to  have  the  choice  provided  by  the 
amendment.  If  they  decided  to  re- 
tain the  security  of  tenure  of  office 
under  the  Civil  Service  Act,  tbey 
could  do  so;  if  they  decided  other- 
wise, they  could  so  state. 

The  Scfeume 

Mr.  Bowser  saw  in  "this  innocent 
amendment"  a  scheme  to  take  the 
scalers  out  of  the  Civil  Service,  a 
driving  of  a  coach-and-four  through 
that  Act,  the  once-heralded  perfect 
Act.  It  was  a  dangerous  precedent. 
The  Minister  of  Lands  was  going  to 
establish  a  new  order  known  as  of- 
ficial scalers,  not  amenable  to  the 
regulations  and  qualifications  im- 
posed by  the  Civil  Service  Act.  and 
anyone  of  whom  will  receive  more 
in  remuneration  than  those  scalers 
who  have  been  years  in  the  service. 
Where,  he  asked,  was  the  encour- 
agement to  the  older  men  In  the 
service  ?  The  proposal  would  re- 
move a  large  section  of  employes,  one 
which,  with  the  development  of  the 
foreet  wealth,  will  yearly  become 
larger,  from  out  of  the  present  regu- 
lations. What  was  there  to  hinder 
the  Attorney-General  removing  the 
Provincial  Police  from  the  operations 
of  the  Act  or  any  other  minister 
those  employees  coming  under  his  su- 
pervision. 

"I  propose  taking  them  out."  re- 
plied Attorney-General  Farrls,  amid 
laughter. 

Mr.  Bowser  pointed  to  the  oft- 
repeated  declarations  of  the  Liberals 
before  election  that  they  proposed. 
If  elected,  to  enact  a .  Civil  Service 
Act  under  which  all  the  members  of 
the  service  would  be  placed,  where 
they  would  be-  equal,  whatever  their 
political  affiliations,  and  by  which 
the  evils  of  patronage  would  be 
abolished  forever.  He  would  ask  the 
Minister  of  Mines  If  he,  too. -proposed 
to  fallow  the  example  of  the  Minis- 
ter of  Landa? 

Hon.  Mr.  Sloan — Not  guilty.

Last  Night,  and  Solution 
Suggested 


A  proposal  to  form  departmental 
committees,  to  each  of  which  will  be 
assigned  responsibilities  which  will 
cover  the  whole  field  of  activity 
hitherto  represented  in  the  Victoria 
Branch  of  the  Navy  League  of  Can- 
ada and  the  two  Institutes  originally 
by  the  British  and 
Society,  to  the  out- 
come of  the  visit  to  the  city  of  Mr. 
Gordon  B.  Jackson,  secretary  of  the 
Dominion  Council. 

The  resolution  embodying  this 
proposal  was  submitted  at  the  meet- 
ing held  last  night  at  418  Belmont 
Building.  A  parent  committee,  at 
present  known  as  the  "Salvage  Com- 
mittee," and*  comparatively  recently 
formed  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing 
the  whole  situation,  has  been  made 
responsible  for  the  selection  of  the 
three  sub-committees  required,  its 
members  being  Mr.  H.  T.  Ravenhill. 
president  of  the  Victoria  Branch. 
Navy  League;  Mrs.  Thaw,  Rev.  H.  TT 
Archbold,  Mr.  O.  G.  Bushby,  Mr.  A. 
D.  Crease,  Mr.  H.  J.  Davis,  and  Mr. 
Arthur  Coles. 

Last  night  Mr.  'Jackson  said  that 
he  had  found  in  Victoria  a  very 
strong  sentiment  in  favor  of  carry- 
ing on  the  work  of  the  Seamen's  In- 
stitutes. While  education  and  propa- 
ganda were  the  first  .work  of  the 
Navy  League,  the  auggested  reorgan- 
isation admitting  of  the  creation  of 
departmental  committees,  would  af- 
ford the  necessary  bodies  to  carvy 
on  the  phase  of  work  represented  In 
the  Seamen's  Institutes.  He  empha- 
sised, however,  the  fundamental  Im- 
portance of  keeping  u;i  navy  propa- 
ganda. No  mercantile  marine  was 
safe  without  the  protection  of  a 
strong  fleet.  Germany  had  recognized 
this  twenty  years  ago  when  she 
began  to  build  up  her  commercial 
position  among  the  nations. 

The  resolution,  moved  by  Mr.  G. 
G.  Bushby,  seconded  bV  Rev.  H.  T. 
Archbold.  is  as  follows: 

"Whereas  the  question  of  conduct- 
ing the  work  of  the  Navy  League 
in  Victoria  has  been  discussed  and 
the  need  for  reorganization  has  been

Thy  Kingdom  Come,  but  If  we  got 
Up  some  morning  and  found  It  had 
arrived  it  would  be  the  biggest  sur- 
prise party  we  ever  attended.  I  don't 
care  two  whoops  about  golden  streets 
and  golden  harps,  but  I  want  to  see 
a  little  bit  of  heaven  upon  earth  so 
that  we  will  be  better  able  to  ap- 
preciate the  hereafter." 

Mrs.  Ralph  Smith,  British  Colum- 
bia's lady  member  of  Parliament,  told 
the  Klwanis  Club  of  Victoria  this  at 
the  weekly  luncheon  yesterday  In  the 
course  of  a  forceful  plea  for  more 
consideration  of  "the  other  fellow," 
which  she  considered  as  the  essential 
of  good  cltisenship. 

"The  man  or  woman  who  exists 
merely  for  himself  or  herself  might 
Just  as  wfll  have  never  existed,"  said 
Mrs.  Smith.  She  claimed  that  the 
remedy-  or  present  day  difficulties  lay 
in  co-operation  and  a  realisation  of 
the  difficulties  of  the  other  fellow. 
"And  it  is  not  going  to  be  done  if 
you  leave  it  to  George."  she  warned. 

She  touched  On  tho  ,  minimum 
wage  and  the  mothers'  pensions  as  two 
concrete  steps  toward  bettering  con- 
ditions.' 

That  the  triumphs  of  war  should 
no  longer  be  raved  amout  and  that 
there  should  be  a  new  brotherhood 
regardless  of  nationality  or  geo- 
graphical position,  was  her  claim. 

Mrs.  Smith  made  a  plea  for  the 
foreigner  In  our  midst.  She  pointed 
out  they  had  folk  lore,  music*  art  and 
other  qualities  from  which  Canada 
might  profit.  "We  have  something 
to  get  from  them  and  something  to 
give  to  them,",  said  the  speaker.  "In 
trying  to  make  them  better  Cana- 
dians we  become  better  Canadians 
ourselves." 

Mrs.  Smith  Is  the  first  woman  to 
address  the  Klwanis  Club  here.  She 
opened  her  address  by  a  few  witti- 
cisms at  the  expense  of  the  men,  but 
she  took  away  the  sting  by  remark- 
ing upon  the  personal  beauty  of  so 
many  of  those  present.

The  stadium  is  situated  at  the  gates 
of  Antwerp,  Just  outside  the  fortifica- 
tions, in  the  little  suburb  of  Beer- 
schot-Kiel,  easily  accessible  from  the 
city.    The  stadium  covers  an  area  < 


ten  acres.  The  principal  en- 
trance is  situated  dt  the  southwest 
angle.  "On  either  side  of  this  monu- 
mental entrance  the  athletes'  dress- 
ing rooms  and  shower  baths  are  being 
erected.  At  the  northeast  angle  an- 
other entrance,  surmounted  by  a  tri- 
umphal arch  sixty  feet  high,  has  been 
cut  through  the  cement  structure. 
Through  that  gate  will  pass  the  King 
of  the  Belgians,  Prince  Leopold  and 
other  members  of  the  Royal  Family 
of  Belgium,  when  they  choose  to 
honor  the  games  with  their  presence. 

On  the  summit  of  the  triumphal 
arch  above  the  latter  entrance  will  be 
a  vast,  platform,  whence  buglers, 
trumpeters  and  heralds  will  announce 
to  the  attendance  the  arrival  of  the 
competitors  of  the  road  races  as  they 
enter  the  stadium  for  the  final  turn 
around  the  track. 

An  enormous  blackboard  facing  in- 
side the  stadium  will  be  hung  down 
from  the  top  of  the  triumphal  arch, 
whereupon  will  be  recorded  by  elec- 
trical apparatus  the  results  of  various 
competitions  being  contested. 


On  either  side  of  the  stadium  la  a 
row  of  box  stalls,  forty-eight  In  all, 
each  accommodating  eight  spectators. 
Moreover  eight  "boxes  of  honor."  in 
the  centre  of  which  stands  the  "royal 
box."  are  inserted  between  the  ordi- 
nary boxes  on  the  southern,  side  of 
the  structure  Immediately  behind 
the  "royal  box"  stands  the  diplomatic 
box.  The  public  stand  on  the  south- 
ern side  has  a  seating  capacity  of 
S.400,  while  the  stand  to  the  north 
can  accommodate  3,800.  There  will 
be  standing  room  for  1S.000  more, 
tbue  enabling  30,000  people  to  attend' 
the  Olympic  games  dally.
